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FOREWORD 


Modern  methods  of  secondary  education  necessitate  a  library  in  every 
high  school.  The  library  makes  possible  the  control  and  management 
of  the  materials  of  instruction  and  becomes,  therefore,  a  necessary  feat- 
ure of  school  organization. 

The  value  of  the  library  depends  in  a  large  measure  upon  a  wise 
selection  of  books.  These  should  supply  pupils  with  adequate  reference 
material  and  must,  therefore,  bear  a  close  relation  to  the  courses  of 
study.  There  should  also  be  books  of  general  information  in  order  to 
provide  a  well-balanced  nucleus  reference  library. 

In  the  list  of  Basic  Reference  Books  for  High  Schools,  an  effort  has 
been  made  to  select  the  most  important  informational  books  required 
in  small  high  schools.  The  books  have  been  classified  according  to 
the  universally  used  decimal  classification  as  a  help  to  the  school  librar- 
ian, and  to  give  opportunity  to  pupils  to  become  familiar  with  the  classi- 
fication which  they  will  find  in  use  in  public  and  other  larger  libraries. 

The  prices  quoted  are  publishers'  list  prices  and  are  of  course  sub- 
ject to  change.  They  are  given  as  a  guide  in  the  preparation  of  a 
budget  for  the  purchase  of  books,  but  should  not  be  considered  fixed. 

It  is  the  earnest  hope  that  every  high  school  in  the  Commonwealth 
will  provide  a  library  which  may  be  used  as  a  book  laboratory  by  every 
pupil  and  teacher,  to  the  end  that  the  courses  of  study  may  be  enriched 
and  vitalized,  and  that  the  pupils  may  acquire  the  habit  of  turning  easily 
and  readily  to  books  and  fact  material  in  print.  A  knowledge  of  the 
tools  of  learning  will  help  pupils  in  their  self-education  not  only  in 
schools  of  higher  learning  but  throughout  life.
